tem Costing Many Millions 


At Port Dalny 


Done to Render More Difficult Japanese Landing 


^-Talieuwan Bay, One of the Finest Deep 


Harbors on the Pacific Coast— 


Free From Ice in Winter. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 12, 4:30 p. 


m.—Later tolegviuus received here indi- 
cate that tho whole of Port Daluy has 
been destroyed by the Russians. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May 12, 2:12 p. 


m.—Viceroy Alexicff has telegraphed to 
tho cznr announcing that the Russians 
have blown up tho docks nnd piers ; at 
Port Dalny, Liao Tung peninsula, pre- 
sumably to render more difficult the Jap- 
nnese landing at that point. 


Port Dalny on Talionwan bay on-the 


cast coast of tho Liao Tung peninsula, 
was intended by Russia to be the chief 
commercial emporium of its eastern do- 
minions. An edict providing for its con- 
struction was issued by the Russian em- 
peror July 30, 1800, and Port Dalny ful- 
ly equipp'ed with all modern improve- 
ments, docks, warehouses and railroad 
facilities, was opened to commerce in 
December, 1001. . 


Talicmvan bay is-one'of the finest 


deep harbors of tho Pacific. It is free 
from ice in winter time and ships, draw- 
ing thirty feot^if water can-enter at-lo-v^ 
tide without difficulty and without the 
nid of'pilots can sail or steam along 
Bide the immense docks and piers', where 
their cargoes can be loaded into railroad 
cars and run direct for 6,000'miles'into 
the city of St. Petersburg. ' Fivo large 
piers had been constructed, each supplied 
with numerous railroad tracks and iro- 
jnenso warehouses and elevators, gas, 
electric lights and water, and a large 
breakwater was being constructed so 
that ships could lip at the picr.-i and load 
and unload regardless of weather.. DoeUs 
for foreign vessel*, steam, and sail, ox- 


• tended between tho piovs and along the 
shore for two miles. There-were two 


. first class dry docks, one intended for 


ordinary o'ccan steamers and the. other" 
designed to accommodate the 
largest 


vesaeU) o£ war or commerce. 


MILLIONS SPENT. 


Over $6,000,000 had been expended on 


tho harbor system before the end of 


1002, 
and it was estimated that the cost 


of completing the works would be near- 
ly $20,000,000, but this does not in any 
way represent tho total cost of tho erec- 
tion of this great commercial port, 
which, with Port Arthur, distant about 
£0 miles, was leased by the Chinese gov- 
ernment to Russia in 1898.

daily oil the work of constructing the 
port and town. Tho total population 
has been estimated at about 60,000, most- 
ly Chinese, Japanese, Koreans and Pvus- 
sians. 


RUSSIANS FIRED FIRST. 


LONDON, Slay 12, C:5G p. m,—Tho 


Japanese legation here this- afternoon 
gave out an official telegram from the 
foreign 
oflk-c at Tokio regarding 
the 


Russian charge that the Japanese May 
C fired on a train from Port Arthur fly- 
ing the Red Cross flag. It says tho train 
did not carry any special marks until 
after the Russian s-olclicrs had fired on 
the Japanese and ':ho latter had respond- 
ed. When tho train stopped the 'Red 
Cross flag was hoisted and the Japanese 
immediately slopped firing and proceed- 
ed to examine it, whereupon the train 
went on at full steam nnd escaped. 


Tho Japanese foreign office's telegram 


' also said that while there is no reason 


to apprehend that China inteuds break- 
ing her neutrality the Japanese have 
found it advisable to warn the Chinese 
government to observe strict neutrality.

this morning Tom Burns, deputy sheriff 
of Mt. Pleasant, tackled seven thieves, 
put them to flight, captured, one and sav- 
ed the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul 
Railway company from 
losing;' $3,000 


worth .of property.

For many months post the corporation 


had;been losing goods, stolen from freight 
cars. A large number,of .-boys were ar- 
rested, but denied having stolen gooia, 
'sinip'ly catching rides between Chicago 
'and Milwaukee. 


JEarly this morning a'freight train, left 


Chicago. When .Wadsworth, Kenosha 
county.wits reached, the train was stall- 
ed, in otben words, the air brakes were 
mysteriously-put on and/the train stop- 
ped.. The train crew investigated 'and 
found-the bra'tes wcre'-all right. 


Again the train stalled two miles 


south of Corliss. Tom Burns suspected 
that there was something wrong on the 
train, after ho had been notified of the 
stalling at Wadsworthv. and he .walked 
down the track in search of thieves. He 
came across a car and there were seven 
men unloading stuff. Be knew they were 
thieves and yelled to -them. All broke 
and ran.

Burns whipped-out his-gun and com 


menced. shooting. One of the men-fell 
and then a second one. By-'this time the 
train crew,-composed-, of Charles Waters, 
the conductor, J. C. Moore, engineer and 
Frank Hoth,.were aroused' and,.armed 
themselves with hammers, pieces-of pipes 
etc. The thieves'saw the trainmen with 
lanterns-and dodged 'in 'line •' of them 
knowing that Burns would'not shoot for 
fear of hitting the railway boys. 


Of the two men who, fell when the 


shooting commenced, one got .up and ran 
•away, but the second.'one-was captured 
and'was brought to the city and lodged 
in .jail. 


He gave his name as' George Mason 


Outside the car where the men were dis- 
covered were found bolts of cloth, silk 
dress suit cases and a .large amount, of 
other.goods in all valued at $3,000, con- 
.sigried to parties in. Milwaukee.

Sheboygan, Wis., 
undoubtedly insane, came near wrecking 
he 2:20 south bound passenger "train 
on the Chicago & Northwestern railway 
•esterday afternoon, at a point five 
miles north of this city.. Securing '.a 
railroad tie-he placed one end under the 
west rail and laid the other end on the 
jast rail.' Then he sat down beside the 
rock .and awaited results. 
; -It -happened that a Milwaukee, Racine 
&' Kenosha • interurban car came along 
about "this.- time. Conductor.- Sorenson 
and -Motbrman Rossmiller noticed the. 
•man'working on the track'and observed 
,he ''Obstruction. Stopping' their -car 
;h'ey ran' to-the place and asked the'man 
what 'he was doing, and his only' answer 
was, "I: am .fixing this thing." They re- 
moved the tie and in a few moments the 
mssenger train came by "running at the 
•ate of nearly a mile a minute, the crew 
tnd passengers being wholly'unconscious 
of the danger they had' escaped. No 
doubt had the train struck, the obstruc- 
tion there would have been a bad wreck 
and loss of life. 


TAKEN INTO CUSTODY. . 


When the crew of the -.electric car 


reached the city they reported the mat- 
ter and agent Lloyd notified; 'Chicago. 
Lost evening the chief of police received 
notice'of" iEne'affair and'a-request that 
b.e hunt-up the man. The chief started 
north with Officer Christiansen and they 
[ound the man standing under a tree be- 
side'the tracks of tho M. R. & K., his 
coat off and probably considering wheth- 
er he would wreck an electric car.- 


•They brought him to the city at S 


o'clock and he was lodged in jail. At 
first he resisted, but afterward went 
along quietly and it is a. good thing he 
was caught, for no doubt ho .would have 
committed some desperate act. 


' HIS'.HALLUCINATIONS. 


Nelson came to tho city three or four 


days, «go • and was sleeping in box cars. 
Yesterday he was found at the yards of 
the Racine'NFuel company and imagined 
that some., person-owed him $100, that 
he.had lost his carpenter tool's and was 
going-to work'on the breakwater east 
o f .the- harbor piers. 


Officer Harms arrested him and when 


questioned he said his home was in She- 
boygan, Wis., that he used to be a. sail- 
or, but of late years has b'een an all 
around man and most of the time work- 
ed as a ship carpenter. 


To all appearances he'had been drink- 


,,jg and was mentally unbalanced. He 
was taken up into the municipal court 
and upon promise that he would leave 
the city was permitted to go. 


So far as can be learned he walked 


north and when Cleop's crossing was 
reached he made the attempt to wreck 
tho train. 


TALK .WITH PRISONER. 


This morning the chie.f of police and 


a detective of the Chicag'o & Northwest- 
ern railway company had a long talk 
with Nelson at the jail. 


The man said ho was a carpenter, sai 


lor and ship-carpenter; that he had 
worked lor the Chicago & Northwestern 
at Marinctte for a year and had nothing 
against tho road.1 


He said that when walking along the 


track he lost a button and that he got 
the railroad tie to pry up stones so as 
to secure the' button and denied -having 
left the tie .on the track. 


Nelson snad he was a widower, that 


he had a son and that he was ,in the 
jail and even went to the.cage to look 
for the boy; also that he had a coupl« 
of daughters in Indiana, one of them be 
irig the'wife "of a druggist.

Bryan in his article objecting to the mi- 
nority of the supreme court in the sugar 
crises! which opinion delivered by Judge

This''of course is the sheerest impud- 


ence and the Mnnitowoc editor comments 
thus forcibly:

and the nation who use their brains.

tween ''human rights" is hardly a defini- 
tion of either.

phrase 
which, however 


false, might serve to throw u little cheap 
ridicule on those members of our high- 
est judicial body who didn't happen to 
agree with him on the best method of 
dealing with the trust evil. He knows, 
and everybody else who hns read the con- 
stitution oi the United Slates and the 
deelnrntion of..independence knows, that 
the right to'property is.one of the.dear- 
est prerogatives of the common .people 
that it is one with the .right .to life, lib- 
erty rind the pursuit of happiness, that it 
is as forcible in the case of the working- 
man who hns invested his few dollars in 
a. little homestead or a share of dividend 
paying stock, as it is in the case of the 
multiniillioniiire or even of 
the trust. 


Nor is there any real difference between 
a human right aud a property right. Tho 
latter is part of the former, and nny 
principle of justice or

tends to conserve the one conserves the

"As to Justice White's opinion that 


congress has no righl, to regulate tho 
ownership of property, all we can say is 
that from the point of view of the lay- 
man it strikes us as being not.only sound 
law but sound common sense." 


Tho renl nubbin'in this, matter' is not 


whether tho supreme court- decision is to 
be reviled, or commended, but whether 
auch mon as Bryan may continue to de- 
nounce citizens for the terrible crime of 
dissenting from their views as to how 
things should be and things should go.

Standard people offered the very large 
contract provided the material would 
cost them no more than they could.se- 
cure it through the drawback system, 
but it could not be accepted by our tin 
plate manufacturers, unless their work- 
ers agreed to accept a cut during the 
process of filling the contrn-.t. This was 
agreed to and the word has been sent 
out the cut in wages, made necessary a 
couple of years ago, has been restored.

But though many 
colored people, have sought to compel 
obedience to the law, it has been seldom 
ndecd the man of color ordered out or 
cfnsed accommodation hns been able to 
ccurc redress in the damages the law 
Hows him. Restaurants especially time 
nd 'time ngnin have been sued by indig- 
ant colored men but with little sntis- 
action, and theatrical managers 
have 


joen put through their paces, but the 
ivil rights law has been generally found 
o be a weak reed to rely upon by the 
man of color. 


But it waB a Chinese restaurant that 


vent down before the l»w, one of the 
several located in Chicago. It was the 
tasteful chop Piiey that drew 'four per- 
sons of black to partake of the enticing 
dish, but to tlicir indignation wore refus- 
ed service, and consequently invoked r. 
sample of Chicago law that the 
civi1 


rights measure be enforced in their case 
Tho suit for damages was brought be 
fore a justice of the peace :md a jury 
considered the evidence. Tho result was 
a verdict for the four of color with an 
nsREsement of 525.00 for each 
one, to 


salve the wound. From this it would 
seem in ono city the civil rights law mnj 
be evoked, and chop suey may not be de 
med nny one willing to pay. for the ser 
vice.

Tn spite of 


the many repetitions of the maxim that 
two wrongs never make a right, the jus- 
tification of a wrong by another wrong 
remains a common practice, and it 
is 


easy to sec how the Colorado miners 
have succeeded in persuading themselves 
that some of tlieir acts of violence arc 
completely excused by the refusal of a 
corrupt legislature to pass the eight-hour 
law. The sense of injury is strong upon 
them, a .righteous public sentiment is 
with'them in condemning the insolent 
boodlers. .Thus their own virtues are 
confirmed by the vices of their enemies, 
and what they would "consider an occaS- 
ional slip in "their

conduct 
is 


thought.to be condoned owing to the 
provocation they have, received. 


A rough justice of this kind, however, 


keeps perpetuating injustice, nnd 
the 


best way to crush the legislators nnd the 
mine owners who bought them is by of- 
fering the widest possible contrast to 
their methods. The mon simply block 
their own game when they divert atten- 
tion from the misdeeds of tlieir foes to 
misdeeds of which they themselves are 
guilty, and that is a fact that labor or-

for the violation thereof, for a period of 
employment not to exceed eight hours, 
within any twenty-four hours (except 
in cases of emergency, where life or pro- 
perly is in imminent danger) for per- 
sons employed in underground mines, or 
other underground workings, blast fur- 
naces, smelters iind any ore reduction 
works or other branch of industry or la- 
bor that the general assembly may con- 
sider injurious or dangerous to health, 
life or limb. 


There was of course no possibility that 


these words should be 
misunderstood, 


and neither is there nny doubt upon the 
part of persons who have looked into the 
matter that they were ignored because 
the legislators wore bribed to ignore 
them. 
This 
moan. 
insidious 
and 


most demoralizing kind of crime which 
undermines Hie. very foundntioiiB of gov- 
ernment was the resort of rich nnd influ- 
ential men who cut a figure'in the com- 
munity, and who no doubt arc entirely 
satisfied so long as they cnn keep out 'of 
the penitentiary. It is a most discourag- 
ing feature of such cases, moreover, thut 
the confidence of the criminals in their 
immunity from punishment-is generally 
justified because .of the great difficulty 
of detection and proof. But if this re- 
lieves individuals it intensifies prejudices 
ngainst the class to which they belong, 
and the mine owners of Colorado will 
puffer as n. class by .what has been done 
probably lor a louj time to come.

been destroyed by the Russians. 


ST. PETEP.SBURG, May 12, 2:12 p. 


m.—Viceroy Alexieff has telegraphed to 
the czar announcing that the Russians 
have blown up the docks and piers ; at 
Port DnJny, Lino Tung: peninsula, pre- 
numably to render more difficult the Jap- 
anese landing at that point. 


Port Dalny on Talicnwnn bay on-the 


east const of the Liao Tung peninsula, 
was intended by Russia to be the chief 
commercial emporium of its eastern do- 
minions. An edict providing for its con- 
struction -was issued by the Russian em- 
peror July 30, 1809, and Port Dalny ful- 
ly equipped with all modern improve- 
ments, docks, warehouses and railroad 
facilities, was opened to commerce in 
December, 1901. 
. 


Talicnwan bay is-one'of the'finest' 


deep harbors of the Pacific. It is free 
from ice in winter time and ships.draw- 
ing thirty feet of water can-enter at-lo«v-, 


, tide -without difficulty and without the 


nid of pilots can sail or steam along 
•ide the immense docks and piers', where 
their cargoes can be loaded into railroad 
ears and run direct for 6,000'miles'into 
the city of St. Petersburg. ' J?ive large 
piers had been constructed, each supplied 
with numerous railroad tracks and im- 
mense warehouses and elevators, gas, 
electric lights and water, and a large 
breakwater was being constructed so 
that ships could lie at the piera and load 
nnd unload regardless of weather. Docks 
for foreign vessels, steam and sail, ex- 
tended between the piers and along the 
shore for two miles. There-were two 
first class dry docks, one intended for 
ordinary ocean steamers and the. other' 
designed to accommodate the largest 
vessels 01 war or commerce. 


MILLIONS SPENT. 


Over $6,000,000 had been expended on 


tho harbor system before the end of 
1902, and it was estimated that the cost 
of completing the works would be near- 
Jy §20,000,000, but this does not in any 
way represent the total cost of the erec 
tion of this great commercial port, 
which, with Port Arthur, distant about 
20 miles, was leased by the Chinese gov 
crnment to Russia in 1898. 


Kearly 25,000 men 
were employed 


daily on the work of constructing the 
port and town. The total population 
has been estimated at about 60,000, most- 
ly Chinese, Japanese, Koreans and Rus- 
sians. 


RUSSIANS FIRED FIRST. 


LONDON, May 12, 6:56 p. m.—Tho 


Japanese legation here this- afternoon 
gave out an official telegram from the 
foreign 
office at Tokio regarding the 


Russian charge that the Japanese May 
6 fired on a train from Port Arthur fly- 
ing the Red Cross flag. It says the train 
did not carry any special marks until 
after the Russian soldiers had fired on 
ihe Japanese and the latter had respond- 
ed. When the train stopped the -Red 
Cross flog was hoisted and the Japanese 
immediately stopped firing and proceed- 
ed to examine it, whereupon the train 
went on at full steam and escaped. 


The Japanese foreign office's telegram 


also said that while there is no reason 
to apprehend that China intends break- 
ing her neutrality the Japanese have 
found it advisable to warn the Chinese 
government to observe strict neutrality.

THE WEEKLY CHOP REPORT 


Conditions in AH Districts TavorableExcept 


in Western Part. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—The weath- 


er bureau's weekly summary of crop con- 
ditions is as follows: 


The temperature conditions for the 


week ending May 9 were favorable in all 
districts, with the exception-of the north 
Pacific coast and Middle Rocky moun; 
tain region, where frosts nnd 
freezing 


temperatures were injurious.'•' Heavy 
rains in portions of the lower Missouri 
and Red River of the North valleys and 
Texas retarded.growth and caused 'dam- 
age by Washing land, but .were'of great 
benefit in relieving the drouth condi- 
tion in western Texas. The states of the 
Ohio valley and lake region. experienced 
a. week of highly favorable conditions 
throughout ..the northern portidn of the 
lorn belt. "In Nebraska, Kansas 
and 


northern Missouri, however, planting 
has been interrupted by rains. In''Iowa 
this work has made good progress and 
it is likely that the bulk of the crop in 
that state will be planted earlier than in 
recent years. Over the southern portion 
of the middle Atlantic states planting is 
well advanced and has begun in Pennsyl- 
vania and New Jersey. 


Spring wheat seeding is largely finish- 


ed, except on wet lands in the northern 
portions of North Dakota and Minneso- 
ta. The early sown over the southern 
portion of the spring wheat region isj 
making good growth. 
' 


The reports respecting fruit are some- 


what more encouraging, and indicate 
that in many sections injury from frost 
has been less serious than was anticipat- 
ed. Peaches have, however,, been exten- 
sively killed in the Ohio ,yajley and mid- 
dle Atlantic states. In the eastern gulf 
states the outlook for peaches is very 
promising,- especially in Georgia.

(as it is known that Gen. Kuropatkin 
is withdrawing his advance posts along 
the Manchurian Littorial on Liao Yong) 
it is announced this morning from Muk- 
den that the railroad between Port Ar- 
thur and Liao Yang has been repaired 
and is working. 


Hai-Cheng north oi Kew Chwang is 


already reported to have been evacuat- 
ed, but there is nothing official on this 
point. 


The Russian garrison still remains at 


Xew Chwang, but the abandonment of 
that place is only considered to be 
question of dpys. 


The army organ assumes that the Rus- 


sians are retiring on Liao Yang leaving 
"temporarily" the defense of Port Ar- 
thur to the naval squadron and garri- 
son. The organ also assumes that the 
Japanese have already landed in Taku 
Shan, west of the Yalu river, thug as- 
suring a junction between Gen. Kuroki's 
army and the Japanese forces on the pe- 
ninsula. The army organ thinks the 
force disembarked at Taku-Shang is pro- 
bably part of the Third army, "concern- 
ing the mobilization of which the Japa 
nese have so sedulously spread mislead 
ing reports. 


It commends the retirement

Feng Wang Cheng, which it considers 
to be of no strategical importance. 


There is a complete absence of official 


information. 
The authorities arc as si- 


lent as the grave concerning Gen. Kuro- 
patkin's plans, only declaring that his 
tactics will be vindicated. 


DISQUIETING REPORTS. < 


The report of the appearance of the 


enemy at Kwan Tien Sich, on the Muk- 
den road, from the Yalu causes some dis- 
quietude. The report is three days old. 
Only small detachments of infantry and 
cavalry then appeared, but it is possi- 
ble that they were advance skirmishers 
of Gen. Kuroki's ftnirth division who 
were sent northward to protect the Ja- 
panese right flank. If the Japanese could

Langlois again sailed .for America, with 
iis. wife and family, consisting . of John 
Langlois,. George .Langlois and .George

TS RACINE- '• , 
Reaching New York Mr. Langlois pro- 


leoded by rail to Wisconsin, settling in 
Racine. In 1860, in. connection with 
Peter Robbilliard, he purchased a stopk 
of paints, oils, wall paper, etc., from 
James Langlois, a distant relative, who 
lad started the business in 1842. 


The partnership thus 
formed lasted 


until 1869, when Mr. Robilliord died, Mr. 
Oanglois becoming sole proprietor of the 
msiness. That same year, however, he 
admitted his son John to the business, 
under the. firm, title of. .Langlois & Son. 
They carried on a good business and. 
ia<l one of the largest stocks of the kind

The words, "free of rental," here used, 


mean this: if the city occupied premises 
for the purpose of a pest house, such 
premises not being owned by the city, 
but, for instance, by a private person, 
the city paying no rental therefor, such 
premises would be exempt from taxa- 
tion while so occupied. The words, 
"free of rental" have no significance un- 
der the statement offacts submitted and 
the statute must be read, in the light of 
such facts, as though such words were 
not included therein.

JOTTAX AtTO PROPERTY RIGHTS. 
The Manitowoc Pilot takes issue with 


Bryan in his article objecting to the mi- 
nority of the supreme court in the sugar 
cases, which opinion delivered by Judge 
White declared that if the powers of con- 
gress extend to regulate the ownership 
of property 
if permitted to 
continue, 


might restrain commerce between the 
states, or to create a monopoly, is in 
conflict with the elementary conceptions 
of rights of property. Mr. Bryan in his 
paper said that the dissenting judges de- 
clared the rights of property supreme, 
and thafc in their opinion if congress 
tried to.prevent a monopoly, it was iu- 
terfering with the most elementary con- 
ceptions of the rights oi property." Fur- 
ther said Mr. Bryan that the issr.e to- 
day both in the trust question and all 
other questions "is the question of 'hu- 
man rights' and so-called 
'property 


rights'—or more properly speaking, be- 
tween ordinary people and the great cor- 
porations." He then tells the people 
that "those who believe that property 
rights are supreme take the side of the 
trusts." 


This 'of course is the sheerest impud- 


ence and the Mnnitowoe editor comments 
thus forcibly: 


"Such idiotic assertions as the above 


lire what have given Mr. Bryan his re- 
putation as a demagogue, a political 
tongue-twister, with those of his party 
and the nation who use their brains. 
Mr. Bryan on the constitution would 
doubtless be interesting, if not particu- 
larly instructive. His distinction be- 
tween "human rights" is hardly a defini- 
tion of either. Why he should intimate 
ihat ordinary people have human rights 
but no property rights we fail to sec— 
axcept that he was seeking for some 
eatehiness of phrase 
which, however 


false, might serve to throw a little cheap 
ridicule on those members of our high- 
est judicial body who didn't happen to 
agree with him on the best method of 
dealing with the trust evil. He knows, 
and everybody else who has read the con- 
stitution of the United States and the 
declaration pf..independence knows, that 
the right to-property is .one of the,dear- 
est prerogatives of the common-.people 
that it is one with the right to Ht'e. lib- 
erty and the pursuit of happiness, that it 
is as forcible in the case of the working- 
man who has invested his few dollars in 
a little homestead or a share of dividend 
paying stock, as it is in the case of the. 
multimillionaire or even of the trust. 
Nor is there any real difference between 
a human right and a property right. The 
latter is part of the former, and any 
principle of justice or 
equity 
which 


tends to conserve the one conserves the 
other. 


"As to Justice White's opinion that 


congress has no right to regulate the 
ownership of property, all we can say is 
that from the point of view of the lay- 
man it strikes us as being not. only sound 
law but sound common sense." 


The real nubbin in this, matter is not 


whether the supreme court decision is to 
be reviled, or commended, but whether 
such men as Brvan may '•ontinue to de- 
nounce citizens for the terrible crime of 
dissenting from their views as to how 
things should bo and things should go. 
Here Bryan says every citizen who be- 
lieves property rights arc supreme must 
arrange themselves on the side of the 
trusts. But why so? There'are many, 
good people in the United States perfect- 
ly able to distinguish between ilieqai 
corporations and the property rights. 
Even tho supreme court does not destroy 
property rights of anybody. It does de- 
stroy the illegal advantages of corpora- 
tions and trusts, at least it 
certainly 


should so destroy, and if trusts have the 
property of others to -which they have 
no legal title, or have injured other citi- 
zens, through their illegal practices, the 
courts may compel restitution.

A SUPHBMR .OOUItT DECISION 


NEEDED. 


If the reported decisions lately made 


in two cases bearing upon the rights of 
citizens arc correctly stated, the United 
States supreme court sees no way it can 
pass upon the constitutionality of the 
new constitution of the state of Vir- 
ginia, the suit being one brought'by a 
colored citizen alleging he had been un- 
lawfully deprived of his vote by the .new 
constitutional provisions, while in an: 
other case involving the civil rights of 
of a Chinaman, it was held they are en- 
titled just as much as any citizen to full 
protection of the laws.. 


It is however claimed tlitit in the Vir- 


ginia case the manner in which the cnse 
of the colored citizen was presented, 
compelled the decision averse, this being 
to secure a recount of votas cast in an 
election held in November 1902, the court 
holding it was now impossible to grant 
relief, but there was no suggestion that 
if the new constitution was in conflict 
with the United States constitution, the 
officials elected in that year, could if 
their election was contested, be declared 
not elected. 


There was no such .hitch In the case 


of the Chinaman, hjs case, act hinging 
upon the fict that the remedy sought 
was too late to corieet 
But he secur- 


ed judgement and vill recfh e the protec- 
tion of the court , It n unfortunate the 
Virginia case was brought in such man- 
ner the justices could not see their way 
clear to decide as to the constitutional- 
ity of the state constitution, a new con- 
stitution . constructed ior the sole pur- 
pose of disfranchising the votes of -the 
colored citizens, at the same time secur- 
ing to the ignorant whites the right of 
suffrage. 
AH the fiouthern states now 


have disfranchising laws and if such are 
in disregard of the federal constitution, 
c.;rtainly it is full time • the matter of 
legality was decided by the only court 
that can decide, the supreme court of 
the United States. . . . , 


It would seem that some' high author-* 


ity in the'.Republican party, might take 
up this matter, for.- it is in full, accord 
with the principles .of :the.Republican 
party. This question is not in .the least 
a matter _of method of voting, it is a 
matter that concerns, the right to vote 
at all. . It is a question .that.should at 
an early moment be taken up by the 
highest councils in the party. 


AMETWCAN COTTON. 


When the cotton speculation was at 


its highest some time ago,'there was con- 
siderable talk of future supplies of'cot- 
ton coming from Africa and India, and 
that as a. consequence later on, our Am- 
erican cotton fields would be able to 
take a better rest. But this talk has 
been heard- for a long timej and so fm-j 
the available cotton grown outside this 
country has been very scant, to say 
nothing of the quality of the cotton be- 
ing ol an undesirable quality for tho 
textile mills. Later intelligence confirms 
the prevailing idea/ that American cotton 
hold the supremacy and1 always will, foi' 
the report upon cotton cultivation issued 
from the imperial institute compiled' by 
Wyndham R. Dunstan, gives no comfort 
in the least to those who are desirous 
England should not be so dependent upon 
our cotton.' - 


This report considers^ the sources from 


which raw cotton oaa b*e secured for the 
needs of England and the'working quali- 
ties, of the staple as compared 'with the 
American article. The conclusions are 
cojnfortiiig to the. English mind, as Mr. 
Dunstan does not think India can pro- 
duce the1 long staple, that is the quality 
desirable -foi: use, and does not in fact

Saturday divided up as 
follows 
with 


their cornb'ined 107 votes. 'Jackson with 
11, Price With 7, Richland' with' 10, Wau- 
shara'with''J2'and Waupaca'with' 21 
went for the governor.

A CHICAGO INCIDENT. , 
: 


An accident occurred lately in Chica- 


go that may have passed by unnoticed'' 
but its importance to the colored people 
will not be unremarked by that race. 
There is a law known as the civil rights 
measure that 
forbids 
discrimination 


against people of color, and under this 
provision hotels, restaurants,. saloons, 
public transportation, companies, places 
of amusements, were not to be closed to 
those,of another race. But though many 
colored people, have sought to 
compel 


obedience to the law, it has been seldom 
indeed the man of color ordered out or 
refused accommodation has been able to 
secure redress in the damages the law 
allows him. Restaurants especially time 
and time again have been sued by indig- 
nant colored men but-; with little satis- 
faction, and theatrical managers have 
been put through tlieir paces,.but the, 
civil rights law has been generally found, 
to be a weak reed to rely upon by the 
man of color. 


But it was a Chinese restaurant that 


went down Before tho law, one of the 
several located in Chicago. It was the 
tasteful chop suey that drew four per- 
sons of black to partake of the enticing 
dish, but to tlieir indignation were:refus- 
ed service, and consequently invoked,a 
sample of Chicago law that the civil 
rights measure be enforced in their case. 
The suit for damages was brought be- 
fore a justice of: the peace and a jury 
considered the evidence. The result was 
a verdict for the four of color with an 
assessment of $25.00 for each one, to 
salve the wbiisd. From this it would 
seem in one city the civil rights law mny 
be evoked, and chop suey may not be de- 
nied any one willing to pay for the ser- 
vice.

THE CRIMES OF MRsT2HS AND MINE 


OWIfERS. 


Chicago Record Herald: In spite of 


the many repetitions of the maxiin that 
two wrongs never make a right, the jus- 
tification of a wrong by another wrong 
remains a common practice, and it is 
easy to see how the Colorado miners 
have succeeded in persuading themselves 
that some of their acts of violence are 
completely excused by the refusal of a 
'corrupt legislature to pass the eight-hour 
law. The sense of injury is strong upon 
them, a wrighteous public sentiment is 
with them in condemning the insolent 
boodlers. 
Thus their oirn virtues are 


confirmed by the vices of their enemies, 
and what they would 'consider an occaS- 
jonal slip in their 
own 
conduct is 


thought to be condoned owing.to the 
provocation they ha-ve received. 


A.rough justice of this kind, however, 


keeps perpetuating injustice, and 
the 


best way to crush the legislators and the 
mine owners who bought them is by of- 
fering1 the widest possible contrast to 
their methods. The men simply block 
their own game when they divert atten- 
tion from the misdeeds of their foes to 
misdeods of which they themselves are 
guilty, and that is a fact that labor or- 
ganizations all over the country may 
consider with profit. But when the two 
sets of offenses are separated and the 
miners arc condemned, as they should 
be, it is obvious that no language is too 
strong for the iniquity of the mine own- 
ers. These men appear as the most de- 
spicable and dangerous of criminals in 
their' outrageous attempt to thwart the 
popular will. A constitutional amend- 
ment had been adopted by « vote oi 72,- 
980 to 26,208, which was a direct com- 
mand to the legislature to pass the desir^ 
ed law, its terms beiug as follows: 


The general assembly shall provide by 


law and shall prescribe suitable penalties 
for the violation thereof, for a period of 
employment not to exceed eight hours, 
within any twenty-four hours (except 
in cases of emergency, where life or pro- 
perty is in imminent danger) for per- 
sons employed in underground mines, or 
other underground workings, blast fur- 
naces, smelters and anjT ore reduction 
works or other branch of industry or la- 
bor that the general assembly mny con- 
sider injurious or dangerous to health, 
life or limb. 


There was of course no possibility that 


these words should be 
misunderstood, 


and neither is there any doubt ujwn the 
part of persons who have looked into the 
matter that they were ignored because 
the legislators 
were bribed to ignore 


them. 
This 
mean, 
insidious 
and 


most demoralizing kind of crime which 
undermines the very foundations of gov- 
ernment was the resort of rich and influ- 
ential men who cut a figure'in the com- 
munity, and who no doubt are entirely 
satisfied so long as they can keep out o"f 
the penitentiary. It is a most discourag- 
ing feature of such cases, moreover, that 
the confidence oi'.the criminals in':their 
immunity from punishment is generallv 
justified because .of the great difficulty 
of detection and proof. But if this re- 
lieves individuals it intensifies prejudices 
against'the'class to which they belong. 
and the mine :owner-it of Colorado will 
suffer as a class by .what has been done

TO DEFEND NEW CHWANG. 


The Russian force at New Chwang is 


•withdrawing, but the place will still be 
held according to the last advices. When 
evacuation is completed, in order to pro- 
tect the foreign inhabitants against dis- 
order or plundering China will be invit- 
ed probably to send regular troops to 
New Chwang. It is explained that the 
situation at New Chwang is anomalous. 
Ordinarily the civil administration of a 
city whose country is being invaded re- 
mains in possession until the enemy ap- 
pears, but in this case Russia is only ad- 
ministering it provisionally, China be- 
ing the real owner.

never do to allow the stalwarts to con- 
trol the state central committee if Gov- 
ernor La Follette is the nominee, nor 
would they be satisfied with two reports' 
from the committee on resolutions, put- 
ting it up to.the convention to reject the 
majority report, and adopt a minority 
or half-breed platform. 


ACTION ON CONTESTANTS.

He declared that he had s«ld this 
pin, or one exactly like it, to Frank- 
lin. 


John Hauptmann, dealer in boots 


end shoes, testified that he bad se- 
cured a small consignment of arctics, 
the only shipment of the particular. 
Mnd he thought in the city. He. had 
made only three sales of .this kind, of 
overshoe at the time of Wright's mur- 
der; one was to the mayor; the sec- 
ond was to the chancellor,, and the 
third was to Frank -Hillsman. He 
sold these three, persons all their 
shoes, and as they wore 
different 


numbers he had sold them different 
sized arctics. 


Mrs. Herbert Wright and .Mrs. An-, 


derson next testified to the disap- 
pearance of the old pistol, and the 
substitxition of the new; one .with 
which Wright was supposed to "have 
been killed. Mrs. Anderson >lsp told 
of the visit of the man in the red 
Jla-njiel shirt. 


The jailer and the doctor who had 


attended Herbert Wright testified to 
the. attempt made to poison the,,, ac- 
cused, and their suspicions' that the 
man in the red flannel shirt" had 
manipulated it. 


Then, to the surprise of many per- 


"sons, Old Tom, whose real name was 
Bob Hathaway, was introduced," and 
he made a clean breast of all his

Warde that Mrs. .Wright' was on a 
visit to her husband and had>sent him* 
to make the substitution .in her ab- 
sence. As he was.'coming out, how- 
ever, he had been hailed by a lady 
living near -by—Mrs. Anderson— 
whose testimony he confirmed. Later 
on the colonel had .employed.

It is of the greatest importance 
that he should g«t it.' '

"I .didn't jsee the colonel that day,' 


and the next 'morning I was mildly: 
surprised thatiMorris had .been, doing! 
the light-fingered;,act. This .caused 
me to refleet,;and I made up .my-mind 
to look at'the paper, he had handed 
me, which I;, had supposed was some 
legal document; ,1 found that itjwas 
an old agreement between Wright 
and Franklin, and that:'on its back 
were the words 'John "T., Wright's 
c°Py. etc.' Putting nose and chin to- 
gether, I concluded that Morris had 
stolen this paper from his employer, 
and that Franklin was aware of it. I 
have always"hacf-'a rontmess" "fitfr old 
documents, curious subjects and oc- 
cult information generally, and, as 
this paper evidently did not belong 
to Franklin, I saw no harm in keep- 
ing it awhile. It was possible, if it 
were of Value to anyone, that, a re- 
ward would be offered for'it, and I 
would naturally get something for 
finding it.

After 
that theyxwere to share expenses a'nd 
profits together.

"Finally there came a hitch in the 


transactions. Wrig-ht had 
learned 


something of the value of his tract 
through Moses Dennison, . formerly 
of _,thls part -of the country, but who 
had moved to Colorado years before,

trkct lor Mr. Wright. Mr. Dennison 
ra'ther plumed himself in his sagacity 
.in having picked out such a big- thing

claimed the ownership, and he wrot* 
to Franklin 'to know whether h« 
could give a clear.title.

"i found Merivale to be a very good . 


•ort of a fellow, and straight as that 
kind of man generally is. He was 
tricky'and cold-blooded "when it cam* 
to the manipulation ol stocks. H« 
didn't care where he hit provided he 
h'ad his .own way, and he was not tho 
kind; of man to stop and shed any 
tears over the corpses cast along the 
shores "Of finance by the flood oi 
speculation; but he wasn't a .thief> & 
murderer -or iait assassin, nor know- 
ingly'a partner 61 one.
